CBS got retired astronaut Wai- 
ter M. Schirra Jr. to interpret 
the Apollo 11 flight. 


At 
the launch and during 


Thursday night's live transmis* 
sion from the Apollo, Schirra 
translated the space jargon into 
everyday language. 


He also was able to convey in 


large measure what it's like to 
be up in that spaceship. He will 
offer 
his interpretations and 


perhaps relate personal experi- 
ences during the 31-hour cover- 
age of the moon landing Sunday 
and Monday. 


Schirra, 46, was the only as- 


tronaut to fly in all three pro- 
grams, 
Mercury, Gemini and 


Apollo. He retired from the 
Navy as a captain June 30, and 
signed on with CBS as a special 
consultant for four Apollo moon 
flights. 


As commander of the first 


television flight, Apollo 7, last 
October, 
Schirra 
earned 
the 


contradictory 
reputation 
of 


being somewhat 
cantankerous 


about television and of being the 
funniest man in orbit. His hand- 
lettered cue card read: "Keep 
those cards and letters coming 
folks."

The relative sizes of the earth and moon can be compared 
in several ways. The diameter of the moon, 2,160 
miles, 


is a little more than one-fourth that of earth's, 
7,918 


miles. Its mass, however, rates much lower, weighing in 
at only a hundredth that of earth, while its volume is one- 
fiftieth of earth's. Moon gravity is one-sixth earth's. A 
180-pound man by earth measurement would weigh only 
30 pounds on the moon and a pole-vaulter who clears 15 
feet on earth theoretically could do 75 feet on the moon.

DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


A recent X ray of my lower 
jaw disclosed two impacted 
wisdom teeth. I'm middle- 
aged and have never had 
any trouble with these teeth 
—didn't even know I had 
them. Must they be taken 
out?—Mrs. Marion G. 


ANSWER: Whether to re- 


move wisdom teeth or not is 
an individual judgment that 
should be m a d e by your 
dentist after careful evalua- 
tion.

It can be assumed, how- 


ever, that if you are 45 to 50 
years old and still have wis- 
dom teeth that have been 
peacefully a n d painlessly 
a s l e e p in your jaw bone 
these many years, they prob- 
ably don't have to be re- 
moved. 
I still h a v e an 


impacted wisdom tooth in 
my lower jaw. 
Of course, 


I'm not quite middle-aged 
(ahem). 


The usual troublemakers 


are partially impacted wis- 
dom teeth. They never fully 
come out of the bone and 
gum. These teeth often cause 
gum infections called peri- 
coronitis, accompanied by 
swelling, severe pain and, 
sometimes, g e n e r a l infec- 
tions and fever. When acute 
inflammation subsides, they 
should be extracted. 


Fully e r u p t e d wisdom 


teeth are also a nuisance and 
a source of trouble. These 
teeth are "garbage collec- 
tors," not o f t e n 
used in 


chewing because they're so 
far back in the jaw, and dif- 
ficult to clean. They often 
grow c r o o k e d and t h e i r 
sharp cusps can irritate the 
cheek or tongue, causing le- 
sions. In mouths where there 
is a full complement of teeth, 
wisdom teeth are expendable 
and, except in special cases, 
are better out. 


If extraction is the treat- 


ment of choice, they should, 
if possible, be removed when 
the person is young—when 
healing is quicker and shock 
of extraction and anesthesia 
is less severe and upsetting. 
Again, your dentist should 
make this determination. 


There are many contrain- 


dications to surgical extrac- 
tions of wisdom teeth. If you 
have a chronic 
debilitating 


disease, heart disease, blood 
dyscrasia, etc., or if you are 
middle-aged or older, it may 
be advisable to postpone or 
even permanently put 
eff 


extraction. 


if extractions in some of 


these cases are necessary, 
special 
precautions 
should 


be taken. Advice of a phy- 
sician is necessary.

McLain Back 
in Form as 
Tigers Win

As long as Denny McLain 


throws with his right arm, not 
his left, he still looks like a 30' 
game winner , , , well, almost 
30. 


McLain has had his problems 


with his left arm- a circulatory 
problem caused him to miss his 
last starting assignment— but he 
still is winning games for De- 
troit with the sturdy right arm 
that piled up 31 triumphs last 
season, 


Returning to the mound Fri- 


day night, McLain pitched the 
Tigers to a 4*0 victory over 
Cleveland, spacing seven hits 
and walking no one to raise his 
record to 14-5. 


He still is off his remarkable 


winning pace of 1968, but at the 
rate he is going he would win 
about 25 games this year, Not 
bad for a guy many called a 
flash-in-the-pan last year. 


However, the second-place Ti- 


gers still remain 13 games be- 
hind Baltimore in the American 
League East, despite the Or- 
ioles' 6-1 loss to Boston, 


In the West, Oakland picked 


up iVz games on Minnesota with 
a 6-3 victory over California 
while the Twins lost a twi-night 
doubleheader to Seattle 2-1 and 
3-2, ending the Pilots' eight- 
game spin and the Twins' nine- 
game winning streak. 


In other games, the New York 


Yankees stopped Washington 5-0 
behind Fritz Peterson and the 
Chicago White Sox beat Kansas 
City 6-1 on Tommy John's pitch- 
ing. 


In the National League, Atlan- 


ta swept San Diego 6-2 and 6-3, 
Los Angeles edged San Francis- 
co 3-2, the Chicago Cubs over- 
came Philadelphia 9-5, the New 
York Mets defeated Montreal 5- 
2, Pittsburgh tripped St. Louis

McLain, who won No. 14 on 


June 29 last season and had 18 
victories by this time, allowed 
only one runner past first base

ninth inning. Cleveland was not 
even helped when the umpires 
forced McLain to cut off the 
sleeves of his undershirt in the 
fifth inning because the Indians 
claimed they were distracting. 


The best that Cleveland could 


have hoped for, other than right 
shoulder trouble for McLain, 
was that he wouldn't show at all 
— and he almost didn't. 


The pilot-pitcher didn't arrive 


at the park until 30 minutes be- 
fore game time after minor en- 
gine trouble over Lake Erie 
forced him to turn back and get 
another plane. 


McLain also squeezed home a 


run in the seventh inning, but 
the big blows off Luis Tiant, 8- 
11, were Bill Freehan's 12th ho- 
mer leading off the fifth for De- 
troit's first hit and Willie Hor- 
ton's two-run shot, his 12th, in 
the eighth. 


Horton also tied a league 


record for an outfielder with 11 
putouts. 


Ray 
Jarvis, 
a 23-year-old 


rookie with nothing like Me- 
Lain's past, also made his first 
appearance in a week because 
of military duty and hurled Bos- 
ton by Baltimore with a six-hit- 
ter to even his record at 5-5. He 
also singled in his first major 
league run and hit a sacrifice 
fly. 


The only run off him came on 


Don Buford's apparent home 
run in the eighth, but Baltimore 
was deprived of another run on 
the blast when Buford passed 
Dave May on the bases. May, 
who had held up to see if the 
ball would be caught, was al- 
lowed to score, but Buford was 
called out.

per cent more to spend; and 
there will still be an "urban 
crisis," but most cities will 
have replaced slums, and train- 
ing and education of the under- 
privileged will have been in- 
creased. Even Vietnam is sup- 
posed to end. 


So we look forward to New 


Year's, but we must still live 
one day at a time, as Congress 
does. Of course, if anybody wants 
to give us 32 per cent more to 
spend right now, we think we 
could be more appreciative of 
the future.— Savannah (Ga.) Mor- 
ning News.

(AP) — Bill Rooney, a work- 
man who soldered pipes on the 
Apollo 11 lunar lander, is sure 
the moon landing will be a suc- 
cess. But he adds: "If some- 
thing should go wrong, I'll wor- 
ry that it was something I did. 
Could I have done it better?" 


Rooney wus one of 6,000 work- 


ers 
at 
Grumman Aerospace 


Corp. who built the LM, the lu- 
nar module that is to land rwo 
astronauts on the moon. 


His work was checked and re- 


checked 
by 
drum'nan 
and 


space officials at the firm's 
Bethpage, 
Long Island, plant 


and at Cape Kennedy, Fla., be- 
fore the launch. But, like most 
people connected with the moon 
shot, he worries. 


He is a tall, big-boned nun of 


35, whose craggy face reflects 
years of hard work. Until a few 
months ago, 
work on the LM 


kept him overtime. He often 
worked seven days a week. 


The overtime money alone 


wasn't worth it—not seeing your 
family until the kids are asleep, 
not having a normal social life," 
said Rooney, who nukes about 
$200 a week in base iuy. "Ex- 
cept, of course, it was the moon 
shot." 


And Bill Rooney is convinced 


the moon shot is worth it.

plained that Neil A. Armstrong, 
Michael Collins and Edwin E.

T o d a y ' s transmission is 
scheduled to begin at 7:32 p.m. 
EDT, but because the checkout 
of the lunar module is to star tat 
5:47 p.m., the telecast might be- 
gin earlier.

The lunar module is attached 


to the narrow end of the conical 
mother ship a d the astronauts 
enter it through a tunnel. 


From 150,000 miles out, illu- 


minated by flashlight in the 
dimness of their cabin, the as- 
tronauts beamed to the world 
two vignettes that symbolize 
their voyage of discovery. 


One was the American flag on 


Armstrong's left sleeve. 


The other was their suit patch 


—an eagle hovering over the 
cratered moon, talons clenching 
on alive branch; the earth now 
small and far back. 


"It's pretty hard to see the ol- 


ive 
branch," 
said 
Collins, 


"That's what he has in his tal- 
ons—an olive branch." 


There was none of the clown- 


ing and in-jokes that character- 
ized telecasts on previous Apol- 
lo missions. But the picture 
quality was the best ever—with 
closeups that showed even the 
small, flashing numbers on the 
instrument panel. 


Aldrin did pushups rightside 


up, upside down and sideways 
in the capsule. In an earlier 52- 
rninute test of the TV camera 
that reached only the Goldstone 
Tracking Station in California, 
all three astronauts exercised 
because they were curious as to 
how it would increase their 
heart rates. 


When newsmen pressed Flight 


Director Clifford Charlesworth 
to get the astronauts to talk 
more, he said, "They're just a 
quiet crew. I certainly wouldn't

Apollo 11 
Reaches 
Lunar Orbit

(AP) — The explorers of Apollo 
11 bore down on the moon to- 
day, ready to blast themselves 
into lunar orbit to begin two 
days of great human adventure. 


Neil A. Armstrong, Air Force 


Col. Edwin E. Aldrin Jr, and 
Air Force Lt. Col. Michael Col- 
lins headed for a climactic mo- 
ment in early afternoon when 
they trigger their spaceship en- 
gine to steer into a precise or- 
bit. 


The firing was scheduled for 


1:26 p.m. EDT when the astro- 
nauts are behind the moon, out 
of radio contact. The world will 
not know whether the engine ig- 
nited properly until the craft 
reappears around the edge of 
the moon 26 minutes later. 


The astronauts have the op- 


tion to cancel the ignition if they 
detect anything wrong. If it does 
not fire, Apollo 11 would merely 
swing once around the backside 
and head back to earth—one of 
the built-in safety measures of 
the mission. 


The Soviet Union assured the 


United States Friday that its un- 
manned Luna 15 satellite would 
not interfere with Apollo ll's 
mission. 
The Russians said 


Dma was following an entirely 
different path around the moon 
than that planned for the astro- 
nauts. 


The Russians also indicated in

man at Houston, who requested 
the information, that Luna 15 
might be gone today, either 
landing on the surface or rock- 
eting back toward earth. 


As their date with destiny 


neared, Armstrong, AWrin and 
.Collins were firmly in the grip 
of lunar gravity. They zipped 
into the moon's sphere of influ- 
ence just before midnight Fri- 
day when they were 43,495 miles 
from their target and 214,402 
miles from home. 


After a day in orbit, Arm- 


strong and Aldrin Sunday are to 
detach a lunar landing ship, the 
fragile craft they call Eagle, 
and fly It down to the moon's 
Sea of Tranquillity, near a cra- 
ter named Moltke. 


If all goes according to plan, 


Armstrong will descend a nine- 
rung ladder to the surface at 
2:21 a.m. Monday. He will be 
followed 20 minutes later by 
Aldrin. Together they will fulfill 
an ageless dream by exploring 
this desolate world which has 
fascinated man from the begin- 
ning of time. 


For2V2 hours they will collect 


precious bits of this alien world, 
plant scientific instruments, and 
determine their ability to oper- 
ate in the unfamiliar one-sixth 
gravity.

Oil Industry 
Faces New 
Tax Squeeze

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has begun drafting tight- 
er tax legislation for the oil in- 
dustry, symbol to many of the 
special advantages embedded in 
the present Internal Revenue 
Code. 


Pressing its drive to bring a 


comprehensive tax reform bill 
before the House before the 
Aug. 13 congressional recess, 
the committee reportedly has 
ordered a draft aimed at some 
presently-legal procedures that 
result in reduced taxes. 


One of the currently legal 


procedures is a method of in- 
creasing a company's income in 
a single year so it can take full 
advantage of the 27V2 depletion 
allowance, which is limited to 
one-half of income. 


To 
do 
this, a company 


"carves out" a portion of its fu- 
ture production and sells this 
currently. 


A different, so-called ABC 


transaction involves the sale of 
assets of one company to anoth- 
er subject to retrained future 
production payments. These, in 
turn, are sold to a third party, 
which can be a tax-exempt or- 
ganization or a dummy corpora- 
tion, 


The effect is to reduce the in- 


come tax payable by the pur- 
chaser and enable the third par- 
ty also to take a profit. 


The draft legislation, it was 


reported, would treat both these 
kinds of transactions as loans 
rather 
than outright sales, 


greatly reducing the tax advan- 
tage,
